by Homer Loring, Chairman of. the 
Executive Committeé ofthe railroad, 
today. It was said to follow. consulta- 
tions with general bondholders, repre- 
sentatives of the United States Govern- 
ment, which holds $48,000,000 bonds, and 
large stockholders of all classes. 

Motor traffic has taken such a large 
part of the always meager, traffic .on 
branch lines that rapidly increasing 
losses have resulted, Mr. Loring said.

COLD WAVE DUE HERE 


First Wintry Blasts Will Arrive 
Today—Full. Force Expect- 
ed Tomorrow. 


11. DEATHS IN THE STORM 


Wire Communication Badly Hit 
in Western Areas—34 Below 
at Miles City, Mont. 


Wire communication between New 
York City and the Middle West and 
Southwest was badly crippled _yester- 
day and still demoralized late last night 
by the severest storm of the Winter, 
which is sweeping practically across 
the continent and on toward New York. 
Steam, electric and motor transporta- 
tion was reported paralyzed in many 
sections swept by blizzards and rain 
and sleet storms. 

The indications are that the first part 
of the storm will strike New York City 
this morning, with much colder weather, 


upon the city with Intense cold tomor- 
row morning. 

The final forecast last night for East- 
ern New York and New Jersey was for 
a. cold. wave, with .snow flurries today 
and tonight. with tomorrow cloudy and 
‘colder. “The “prediction was that the 
temperature probably ..weld .drop _ to.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Less mildly 
than yesterday, but with evident ear- 
nestness, every .opportunity was taken | 
by the Government today to counteract 
the apparent effort that is being made 
to excite apprehension over the attitude 
of Japan toward the United States.

ALBANIA PROTESTS 
TO LEAGUE ON RAIDS 
Accuses Yugoslavia of Encour- 
aging Hostile Bands to 
Invade Its Territory.” 





GENEVA, Dee. 19 (Associated Press). 
~The League of Natioris announced to- 
night that ‘ had received a protest 
from Bishop Fan 8. Noli, Premier of Al- 
bania, against the alleged formation of 
armed bands in the territory of Yugo- 
slavia, which are making raids into Al- 
bania and causing unrest and insurrec- 
tionary difficulties.’ 

Bishop. Noli, says the’ League’s com-. 
muniqué, requested the League to make 
representations to the Belgrade Govern- 
ment, but that he did not appeal to the 
League for any specific initiative under 
any article of the-covenant of the 
League, and hence the Council of the 
League, as such, is not called upon to 
act on the protest. 

However, in fulfillment of Bishop 
Noli’s request, the communiqué added, 
Sir Eric rummond, Secretary Generai 
of the League, has communicated the 
Albanian Minister’ s request to the Gov- 
ernment of Yugoslavia through. the 
Yugoslav Minister in Berne. Also as a 
matter of information Sir, Eric sent a 
copy of the complaint to all members 
of the e Council, . 

Bishop Noli’s specific request was that 
Sir Erie intervene at Belgrade so as to 
bring to..an end a state of affairs 
‘which gravely menaces peace in the 


Albanian communiqué declares

She is now in Dr. Hazard's 
hospital, where physicians say she may 
recover, but amputation of her right arm 
may become necessary. : 

The shooting was done with a shotixus; 
beld at close range and which had evi-

Neighbors. Saw a Stranger. - 


Mrs. Sarah Foley, who lives within. a 
few hundred yards of the spot where 
Harry was. killed, told the’ police that. 
a few moments after the shooting. she 
saw an automobile’-with all curtains 


drawn speed a we. from the acene... Pre- 
viously, she sa she saw a tall man 
with a long overcoat’ standing in the 
road. ‘The’ man was a _ Stranger, Mrs. 
Foley said. 

Her story is partly corroborated by 
the testimony of Mrs: Thomas Rutan 
and her sistersin-law, Mrs. Margaret 
Rutan, who live near by, and also by 
Peter ‘Martin, another neighbor. 

Mrs. Thomas Rutan sajd that just be- 
fore the murder she was on the road 
near her home when shé saw-a tall-man, 
wearing a long gray coat and fedora 
hat, emerge from the woods. Mrs. Ru- 
tan said she asked the man if he was 
looking. for berries and he replied with 
a gruff.‘‘No’’ and walked off. Mrs. 
Margaret Rutan told a- similar story. 

Peter Martin was the first to arrive 
at the scene of the shooting. He said 
he was walking with a neighbor in the 
road. when Mrs. _ Stillwell, partly 
dressed, and with one arm hanging limp 
= 9g side, rushed up to .them and 
crie ° ‘ 

“Damn him, he shot mié-and told the 
man I was with he did not love me.” 

Martiri noticed that there were fresh 
automobile tracks on the Hog Swamp 

Road; about two, hundred yards from 
where the Herry car was parked. 


, Note Found in Auto. 


Although the woods, in the vicinity of 
the crime were thoroughly examined by 
detéctivés no trace could be found of the 
shotgun with which the crime was com- 
mitted. In the: automobfle the police 
founda bottle partly filled with cognac, 
a package of groceries, some women’s 
clothing, and a box containing a_ pearl 
necklape to which was ,attached this 

‘{2o--my sweetheart. (Signed) } P. H.” 
These are Herry’s initials. There was 
no inacription, on the box and the police 
are now trying to ascertain from whom 
the necklace was purchased. A lipstick 
was found: just outside the automobile. 

Joseph }Hérden Jr.. a’ policeman of 
Fair Haven, and a brother-of: Herry’s 
widow, was questioned at length this 
afternoon by’ County Prosecutor Charles 

Sexton. — 

Herden told the prosecutor that at 
2:10. P. M., the time at whi-h the shoot- 
ling occurred, he was in the office of 
‘Justice of the Peace Mulford at Fair 
Haven, where he went to procure a writ 
to enjoin Mrs. Stillwell from going out 
alone with Herry. Herden said that he 
‘had gone there for that purpose at the 
‘request of his sister, who had frequently 
‘complained that Herry was piying too 
much attention fo Mrs. Stillwell. 

When’ Prosecutor Sexton learned that 
Herden owned a 12-gauge shotgun‘ sim- 
flar to the one with which Herry is be- 
lieved .to hive been killed, -Herden: was 
asked to bring the gun to the Prose- 
-ecutor’s office. Later in the afternoon 
i he took the weapon there for examina- 
, tion. But the Prosecutor said the shot- 
gun was rusty and had not — used 
in months. @ : 


Herden Claims an Alibi. 


When asked to account for his move- 
ments after he left Justice of the Peace 
Mulford, Herden said that he went to 
Mrs. Stiltwell’s home to serve the writ, 


but found her absent. Then, he said, he 
started to drive to Asbu Park to look 
i her, but changed his mind and went 
home. 





Despite the fact that Hewien’s story 
is partly corroborated by Justice of 
the Péace Mulford, County Detective 
Felix Santantelo insists that he saw 
Herden inf an automobile: near West 
Long Branch not later than 2:20..

|TROOPER’S MURDER 
LAD TO NEW LAW 


Publicity of Pistol Permits Seen 
as Means to Help Bandits 
..Planning Hold-Ups. 


KILLED WITH HIS OWN GUN

; While State troopers ranged all. over 
Northern. New Jersey yesterday, in @ 
hunt for the slayer of their comrade, 
Robert Coyle, shot to death near Bound 
Brook -on Thursday, there was talk, of 
revising the State’s: concealed weapon 
law ‘décause it appeared that the Su- 
preme Court might unwittingly have 
been. turned into a forym. of. informa- 
tion for Bandits and gunmen. ; 
Coyle ‘was killed by oné of four men 
who are. believed to have planned a 
highway robbery to get the $6,000 pay- 


Company, but who were frustrated by 
Trodpers ‘Coyle .and Gregovisor when 
‘Charles Higgins, the company’s pay- 
| master, called ‘upon them-to escort him 
over the road with the money. ; 

It developed yesterday. that. when the 
Supreme Court. of Somerset. County 
|opened on:'Tuesday, in Somerville, there 
appeared’ before Justice Charles W. 
Parker half a hundred or more ap- 
plicants for permits to carry pistols. 
They. were ‘there in response to a change 
made in.the law some months ago, 
which’ took the issuing of such permits 
out of thp hands of-the lower courts 
and put it in the Supreme Court. The 
law, it was explained, requires that 
each applicant appear with two reputable 
citizens and satisfy the Court in open 
s#ssion that he Aas adequate and lawful 
reasons for wishing to go armed. 

Acting under+the law, Judge Parker 
examined the applicants and their wit- 
nessés,. refusing permits to most of 
those who wanted to carry weapons be- 
cause of some belief in a possible per- 
sonal dahger, but granting it to those 
who were paymasters, cashiers, bank 
messengers and the like, who were 
forced to go about the streets with 


uables in ‘stares or offices. a 
Published List of Permits. 


Higgins, it was said, told in’open court 
that he wanted a pistol because he was 
paymaster for the stone company and 
had. to travel on a lonely road to Chim- 
ney Rock to pay off. The Grand Jury 
was in session at the time and undoubt- 
edly some criminals or persons of crimi- 
nal tendencies were in the building while 
men were identifying themselves as car- 
riers of large sums. 

About forty-eight permits were issued 
on Tuesday. and on the next day the 
list was published in a New Brunswick 
newspaper, some such identifying phrase 
as paymaster or bank runner appearing 
after most of the names. 

Although the change in the law was 
made because of complaints: that petty 
politics had figured in the granting of 
permits when they were in lesser hands, 
pestoulerts when they were issued by 

e clerks of nvunicipalities, the au- 
thorities investigating the murder of 
Coyle were inclined to. believe that there 
had been a striking object lesson in the 
unwisdom of the present licensing 
method, They were not able to say 
that thudipnearanee of ‘suspicious. char- 
acters on, the road to the quarry, which 
led Higgins to ask for protection, was 
due to Higgins’s revelation in open 
court, or to the publication of the list, 
but they believed the coincidence suf- 
ficiently striking to justify considera- 
tion as to whether some more ‘secret 
safeguards over the issuing of licenses 
to carry concealed- weapons should not 
be devised. 

The hunt for Coyle’s slayer resulted in 
the arrest of a few ‘‘suspects,’’ but the 
authorities did not believe they had 
caught any one connected with the 
crime. 

Four men arrested in North Bergen 
early err as suspects were scru- 
tinized last night by Captain Hamilton 
of the State Police, who said they did 
not. answer the descript fon. 

One, Domick di Lea of 521 Seventeenth 
Street, West ‘New York, was sentenced 
by Recorder. Miles to three months in 
jail for resisting an officer. His three 
companions were bound over to the 
Grand Jury to answer a charge of carry- 
ing concealed weapons. <A pistol was 
found in their automobile when they 
were arrested. 


How the Murder Occurred. 


‘Complete investigation of the murder 

yesterday showed that Coyle and his 
companion had _ taken astonishing 
chances. After they had escorted Hig- 
gins and the money, they came back 
along. the road looking for two men 
wearing army overcoats, who had been 
lurking about, pretending to be State 
troopers. It was the action of those 
two men in halting a decoy car and 
searching its occupant that led ‘Higgins 
to ask for protection. 

The troopers came upon a young man 
who could give no satisfactory- account 
of himself, searched him, made him a 
prisoner, and put him in the back of 
their car unshackled and then started 
to drive’: toward the red auto in which 
the suspects had been seen . several 
times and which was  arebnye a little 
distance away. It had been the troop- 
ers’ intentions to find the car’s occu- 
pants and question. them. 

Just as the ear started the man in 
the back seat shouted ‘“‘hands up!” and 
as Coyle turned fired a blank directly 
into his face with a pistol he aes: 
ently had concealed up his sleeve hen 
he snatched away Coyle’s pistol. Gre- 
goviser drew his pistol, fired over his 
‘shoulder and also was disarmed. 

As Gregoviser leaped from ‘the. car 
three men: -burst- from the bushes and 
began firing. Coyle fell dead with two 
bullet wounds and Gregoviser, unarmed 
and covered, Re: forced to let the slay- 
ers escape. istol found at the scene 
was at first Ad feved to be Coyle’s.. but, 
it was found to be an imitation “Colt, 
the manufacture of which was stopped 
some time ago. Only one_ blank had 
been fired from it, 

Coyle’s. pistol was not found and 
neither was Gregoviser’s., After an au- 
topsy had been erformed the police be- 
lieved that Coyle was killed with his 
own weapon and: that when the band 
fled they took along both. the troopers’ 
pistols and flung away their own. 

The body of the slain trooper. was 
taken last night to the home of_ his 
parents, at 727 West Butler Street, 
Philadelphia, by train from Somerville. 
The parents, the dead trooper’s young 
widow and several friends accom- 
panied it ,

THE FARMERS’ LUCKY YEAR, 

The Government’s final crop report 
is well adapted to put-the American 
farmer-in good humor.and to change 
his opinion about his past experience. 
It has turned out the best year in the 
last four. The gross product of the 
ground is valued ‘at twelve billions. 
Forty-nine crops .show _ twenty-three 
advances and twenty-six declines, but 
the upshot is-that their whéle antput 
is valued at $9,479,902,000. That is 
$753,000,000. more than in 1923 and 
$1,663,000,000 over 1922. Our grain 
exports are double last-year’s.. The 
farmers have done their. sh@re in in- 
creasing the yedr’s estimated excess 
of exports Pi a ‘billion dollars. The 
estimated increase in the trade credit 
by $625,000,000 - over ast year is 
partly due to a decrease of imports. 

No one grudges the farmers their 
good fortune. They’ have ‘earned it. 
Much of. it has gone to fill up what 
they Ahought ‘the bottomless _pit. of 
their losses. They would be less 
blamed for -having thought that their 
losses were maliciously caused if only 
they would now sée that they were 
only sharers in the common result of 
deflation which was inevitable when 
the tax resources of the world proved 
unequal to sustaining the high price 
level. Industrialists and agricultur- 
ists alike would have been saved part 
of théir losses if: they had listened to 
the Federal Reserve, which advised 
selling while the selling was good, and 
all too tardily reduced credits when the 
fall of prices made Joans perilous. 

Some of the. other advice to. the 
farmers seems less excellent, looking 
backward. The cash. crops have most 
benefited the States which suffered 
worst, and which would have failed to 
get their present relief in full if they 
had diyersified their crops. Yet diver- 
sification is a good thing, for preven- 
tion is better than cure. Looking back- 
ward once amore, it may be asked if 
the farmers do not now’ perceive that 
economic law is'a better friend than 
politics. The leaders of the farmers’ 
bloc: did-not know how..to remedy the 
troubles of their --protégés. What 
farmer would accept now the. enact- 
ments. proposed last year as-a substi- 
ture for what Wall Street thou 
was wanted? 

_At the year-end the farmers are rev- 
eling in wheat near, $2; the result: of 
an officially reported shortage of 440,- 
000,000- bushels in the world supply. 
The ‘world at large does not rejoice in 
$2 wheat and is making every effort 
that: it-shall- not -be repeated in 1925. 
Canada and the United Statés surpass- 
ing the others in preparing ‘to ‘supply 
the demand. If bread: should be cheap- 
ened next year, will the farmers, ‘who 
are now expanding! the Winter, wheat, 
acreage, again call upon Congress for 
the remedies which failed. this year as 
more than once before? In that case 
they could not expect the sympathy of 
the country“in -1925 as they had it in 
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A NEW IRISH GRIEVANCE. 
Ireland has. not lost her genius for 
acquiring: grievances. Nothing could 
seem more innocent than _ that the 
agreement with England by which she 
became a Free State should be Pegis-

. Public charities ought eeértainly to 
benefit by an overflow from ‘the abun- 
dant: prosperity of the nation.

THE REICHSTAG DEADLOCK. 

* The German elections of a fortnight 
ago were sufficiently decisive on the 
major issue before the German peo- 
ple: loyal acceptance and operation 
of. the Dawes Plan and a policy of 
general cooperation : withthe. Allies.. 
This was demonstrated by. the. losses 
suffered by the extremists on the Com- 
munist and the Ludendorff wings. But 
the ejections were indecisive on domes- 
tic’ issues: loyalty to the republican 
régime and trol ‘of internal policy 
as between the working and peasant 
classes on one side and the land- 
owning classes and industrialists on 
the other. Neither Marx, representing 
the Centrum ‘and the Socialists, nor 
STRESEMANN, representing . agrarian- 
ism and big business, can swing a 
safe majority in the Reichstag. As 
between the two there would be a pre- 
carious majority of twenty in favor of 
Marx, but always there are forty-five 
Communist Deputies hovering on the 
outskirts-and ‘ready for’ mischief. 

Socialist opposition to a Stresemann 
Government is readily “understood. 
The present Foreign Minister has been 
flirting. with the monarchists. More 
important is the fact that the Dawes 
plan imposes ‘sacrifices upon the Ger- 
man’ people, and it is a question how 
these are to be equitably distributed. 
Socialist opinion is. pretty well recon- 
ciled to the disappearance of the eight- 
hour day for the sake of higher pro- 
ductivity, but it looks upon STRESE- 
MANN as in many ways the inheritor 
of the ideas of the late Huco STINNEs 
and as aiming.to. utilize the national 
emergency for depressing the status 
of the working classes. athe Centrum 
could probably work. out a Todus 
vivendi with Srr&semann and the 
Nationalists, but in the face of the 
Socialist veto- upon .such cooperatioh 
Chancellor Marx. has - preferred to‘ 
stick to his present: allies. 

Foreign opinion would have been 
glad to see the-present Coalition -re-. 
turn from the elections with a decisive 
mandate. But there is no reason for 
being unduly apprehensive about ‘the 
present deadlock. There is little doubt 
that on issues relating to reparations 
and peace a safe majority exists in 
Germany. The check upon any policy 
With that pro- 
viso the internal deadlock may be ex- 
pected to continue until the. Germans 
recognize the*.advantage. of domestic 
peace as well as of peace. abroad. 
Herr Marx, who is now reported to 
have decided to hold on to office until 
the meeting of the new -Reichstag in 
January, may yét work out an*interim 
combination.

nurses with which the Indian Bureau is 
attempting to stamp out this bares is 
totally -inadequate. . *

propriations fo> the Department. of the 
Interior for’ the. fiscal year ‘ending June

Against Uniform Rule.

The members of the committee. sum 
up their work by saping that they feel 
most strongly that it would be unwise 
for the New York “Yacht Club to be- 
come a member of any nationel or in; 


any way restrict the club’s freedom of 
action on matters pertaining to yacht 
racing. 


Text of the Report, 


~ The full report, addressed to Com- 
modore Harold S, Vanderbilt, the flag 
officers and members, follows: 


Your committee attended,  sfrictly 
as unofficial observers, the Interna- 
tional. Conference on Yacht Measure- 
ment, and at the request of its Chair- 
man explained the American rule of 
measurement, illastrating the princi- 
ples of the rule and the type of yacht 
produced, by models, diagrams‘ and 
complete measurement data. The act 
of the, New York Yacht Club in thus 
send observers was greatly appre- 
ciated by foreign yachtsmen and tend- 
ed materially to strengthen the cor- 
dial relations between the yachtsmen 


of the different countries. . While dif- 
ferences of opinion developed, yet all 
discussions were carried on in. the 


most friendly spirit, and the yachts- 
men of the different countries now 
appreciate more fully and clearly the 
conditions and difficulties which con- 
front yachtsmen on the different sides 
of the Atlantic. 

‘As a result of the formal conference 
and of the many informal talks and 
discussions, your committee has the 
honor to report as follows: 

The conference met on Thursday, 
Oct. 16, and after a short opening 
address. the Chairman of the confer- 
ence, Sir William Burton, K. B. E., 
called upon the Chairman of your 
committee to explain.the American 
rule. <A stenographic report of this 
exp. lanation is attached to this report. 
Before, however, any questions were 
asked your commpfttee, or any discus- 
sion was held as to the effectiveness 
of different measurement rules, & mo- 
tion was made by one of the Scandi- 
navian representatives to continue in 
force the present international rule of 
measurement for yachts of twelve me- 
ters and under. This motion as 
passed unanimously by those voting, 
and the rule was continued under con- 
ditions which in effect perpetuate it 
pie ig ar 

As to-the larger classes over twelve 
meters there was. considerable dis- 
cussion, chiefly among those who 
had technical. knowledge of measure- 
ment rules, and Sir William Burton 
again called upon Mr. Poor for fur- 
ther explanations. The conference fi- 
nally adjourned, leaving all details of 
the adoption of a rule as applied to 
such yachts to a subcommittee with 
full power. 

Your committee, however, does not 
see any possibility of the adoption, in 
the immediate future, of a wniform 
rule as between Europeand the United 
States. This opinion ‘is based - upon 
fundamental differences which were 
found to exist, differences not only as 
to the principles involved in the re- 
spective measurement rules, but differ- 
ences.as to the proper function of a 
measurement rule. 


Want Freedom of Design. 


The European yachtmen apparently 
wish to stabilize yacht design. They

The discussions, however, as to 
what constitutes a wholesome and de- 
sirable type of yacht, and as to the 
effect of méasurem nt rules upon .de- 
sign, brought to ligiit certain criticisms 
of minor de rags in the present Amer- 
ican rule. . It is the opinion of your 
committee, therefare, that it might be 
advisable for the club to appoint a 
committee to investigate these criti- 
cisms of, and possible loop-holes in, 
the present American rule of measure- 
ment, with a. view to advisi the 
club ‘what changes, if any, should be 
made. 

Your committee feels ,most strongly 
that it would be unwise for the New 
York Yacht Club to become a member 
of any’ national or international asso- 
ciation which could in any way re- 
strict the club’s freedom of action on 
matters pertaining to yacht racing.

The further sharp upward turns in 
flour. were easily the features of the 
local prdvisions list. Spring patent flour 
moved up 25 cents a barrel. and ad- 
vances of 40 cents each took place in 
Winter soft straight and the fancy 
grade of Minnesota flour. Middles West- 
ern lard was also higher here. Hams 
went down, but bacon did not change. 
At Chicago the only advances were in 
live sheep and short ribs. Mess pork 
and live hogs did not change there, but 
live beef was lower. 

The only changes in the local dairy 
list were a rise of.1% cents in the best 
listed grade of butter and an advance 
of 3 cents a capes in first-quality fresh- 
gathered egg 

Changes were lacking in the listed 
fresh fruits, while in the dried ones the 
only revisions were a rise in standard 
California peaches and a_ decline : in 
choice, evaporated apples.

pea beans and choice red kidney beans,

For the first time in many weeks the 
basic Brazilian coffees failed to change 
one way or the other, and there were 
also no revisions in the teas. The price 
of 96-test raw sugar continued to ease 
off, but again there was no correspond- 
ing drop in fine granulated. ‘All of the 
few changes in the spices were down- 
ward. 

Declines were lacking in: the grain list 
this week, with the advances contributed 
by wheat, corn, oats and rye. The leath- 
ers still failed to show change one way 
or the other, but-in the hides advances

Lower prices for No. 1 native 
packers, No. 1 Texas, Colorado and 
branded .cows were also séen in the 
hides list. Tallow advanced. 

No declines were seen in the lumber 
list, while nine upturns occurred in the 
metals. These were seen in valley fur- 
nace basic, Bessemer and gray forge 
pig irons, and also in Bessemer billets, 
furnace coke, copper, zinc, lead and tin. 
The lumber list contained only advances 
in Douglas fir timbers and California 
redwood bevel siding. 

In the combined fists for drugs, chem- 
icals, dyestuffs and oils there were ten 
changes, of which seven were upward. 
The feature was a rise of $2 a flask in 
quicksilver. The naval stores’ showed 
only an advance in turpentine.
